WASHINGTON, June 11. — Un- 
less the $1,500,000,000 relief appro- 
priation is increased by the Senate, 
the National Youth Administration 
will find its funds cut by more than 
one-fourth for the coming year. 

It was definitely learned today that 
at a recent. closéd meeting of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 
WPA Administrator Harry Hopkins 
asked for $50,000,000 for the NYA, 
as compared with the $68,000,000 
spent to assist school and working 
youths this year. 

The lower figure ‘asked for by 
Hopkins for NYA was in direct 
proportion to the pending slash in 
the entire relief budget. 


CUT UNEXPECTED 


It had generally been assumed 
that even with the cut in the total 
relief appropriation, the NYA would 

receive $75,000,000—an in- 
crease of $8,000,000 over its expendi- 
tures for this year. 

This belief arose from a provision 
in the House Appropriation Bill 


000 of the $1,500,000,000 appropria- 
tion was to go for NYA activities. 
At the same time, figures released 
by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration gave the impression that 
NYA would get the full $75,000,000. 
Unless the $1,500,000 appropriation 
already voted by the House is in- 
creased, the only way in which the 
Youth Administration could keep 
from being slashed would be at the 
expense of the WPA workers.
